Nevelen after a driving artillery at- 
tack and are inflicting heavy losses 
on the enemy, the war office an- 
nounced this afternoon. 
Fighting on 


the Struma has most vigorous and 
during the last 48 hours the British 
have taken three towns and have ad- 
vanced their lines uniformally. North 
of the Somme the British are engag- 
ed in battle and are also fighting east 
of Euacourt L'Abbye. Artillery duels 
between the French and the Germans 
on both the 
Struma 
and Verdun 


fronts became more violent today. 
The French are preparing a heavy of- 
fensive, General Farrail of Salonika 
this afternoon 
issued a 
statement 


saying that the Bulgarians are now 
in fair way toward progress before 
the British offensive on the Somme. 


Fighting at Monastir is being waged 
heavily, General Farral said. 
A late 


Bulgarian dispatch admitted the cap- 
ture of Ncvelcn by the British. 
In 


yesterday's fighting the French took 
Bus and Coplu, and are chasing the 
Bulgarians toward the Serbian and 
German frontiers.

United Press that Russia would "fight 
till dead" is now about to come true, 
declared the news agency. 
TheEus- 


sian lives lost at the fighting in Gal- 
icia will amount to a huge figure that 
even a populous country like Russia 
cannot even stand. In the battle of 
Korytnica which resulted 
victorious 


for Germany Russians dropped under 
a curtain of fire. The German arlil- 
lory was very strong and dead bod- 
ies piled up like a "mountain", the 
new agency declared. The 
Czar's 


army also suffered heavy losses on 
the Stockot River.
